They 
also  must  meet  the  definition 
of  blindness. ..a  central 
visual  acuity  of  20/200  or 
less  in  the  better  eye  after 
correction,  a  peripheral  field 
of  less  than  20  degrees, 
or  visual  performance  that 
meets  the  definition  of 
blindness  due  to  a  brain 
injury  or  dysfunction. 


Anyone  can  purchase 
products  from  APH.

Accessible  Tests  Department 

Background  and  Role:  APH  is  a  nonprofit 
organization  that  has  been  in  operation  since 
1 858  as  a  source  of  accessible  media  for 
students  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 

APH  foresaw  with  the  passage  of  the  No  Child 
Left  Behind  Act  of  2001  that  there  would 
be  need  for  a  national  center  to  ensure  that 
test  items  and  related  materials  would  be 
accessible  to  individuals  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired.  The  center  would  provide 
information,  guidelines,  some  high  priority 
commercially  available  tests  and  manuals  in 
accessible  media,  test  preparation  materials, 
and  test-related  tools.  In  addition,  the  center 
would  encourage  research  and  communication 
on  issues  relevant  to  assessment  of  individuals 
with  visual  impairments. 

A  federally  funded  special  initiative  in  FY2001 
called  "Test  Central"  spurred  the  formation  of 
a  separate  department,  the  Accessible  Tests 
Department,  which  was  staffed  in  2003.  In 
establishing  this  department,  APH  furthered 
its  mission  by  providing  guidelines  and 
services  directly  related  to  making  test  items 
and  materials  available  in  accessible  media  for 
persons  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired.

Our  Commitment:  In  2002,  APH  became  a 
member  of  the  Association  of  Test  Publishers. 
APH  and  the  Accessible  Tests  Department  are 
committed  to  providing  the  services  needed 
to  make  tests  and  related  materials  accessible 
to  individuals  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired.  APH  is  prepared  to  assist  with 
any  and  all  phases  of  test  accessibility  from 
item  development  and  bias  review  through 
production,  shipping,  and  product  support. 


Test  Editors  Role:  It  is  essential  that  tests  be 
reviewed  and  edited  to  help  ensure  that  the 
items  are  accessible  when  presented  in  alternate 
media;  that  the  same  constructs,  content, 
and  standards  are  being  measured;  that  the 
items  remain  at  a  similar  level  of  difficulty;  that 
test-takers  with  visual  impairments  are  able  to 
obtain  the  same  number  of  points  as  the  points 
that  can  be  obtained  on  the  original  test  items; 
and  to  coordinate  media  in  a  multi-media 
presentation. 

In  order  to  achieve  these  goals  and  others, 
and  to  maintain  test  validity,  Test  Editors  in 
the  Accessible  Tests  Department  work  closely 
with  assessment  staff  at  state  departments 
of  education  and  test  publishing  companies. 
Accessible  Tests  staff  also  serve  on  Bias  Review 
Committees  during  various  phases  of  test 
development.

Qualification  of  Braille  Transcribers  and 
Use  of  Rules  and  Guidelines 

It  is  extremely  important  for  accurate  brailling 
and  formatting  that  transcribers  be  certified 
by  the  National  Library  Service  (NLS)  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  and  that  they  follow 
rules  and  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  Braille 
Authority  of  North  America  (BANA).  Some 
additional  guidelines  for  situations  not  yet 
covered  by  BANA  have  been  developed  by 
APH's  Research  Dept,  and  Accessible  Tests 
staff.

Braille  Transcribers,  Proofreaders,  Tactile 
Graphic  Designers,  and  Experts 

APH  has  on  staff  1 1  braille  transcribers, 
all  of  whom  are  certified  by  the  National 
Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  in  Literary  Braille.  Six  of  the 
transcribers  have  been  trained  and  are 
experienced  in  accurate  use  of  the  Nemeth 
Code  for  Scientific  and  Mathematical 
Notation.  Some  APH  transcribers  have  20- 
BO  years  of  experience.  APH  proofreaders 
consist  of  four  experienced  teams;  each 
team  is  made  up  of  a  blind  proofreader  and 
a  sighted  copyholder.  Our  tactile  graphics 
designers  in  the  Production  Dept,  are 
knowledgeable  and  experienced.  APH  also 
has  three  tactile  graphics  experts  in-house, 
two  in  the  Research  Department  and  one 
in  the  Accessible  Textbooks  Department, 
who  are  available  for  consultation.
